An  attempt  is  here  made  to  enumerate  and  describe,  as  fully  as  the  means  at  command  will  allow,  the 
editions  of  the  letters  of  Junius,  which  have  been  published  in  England  and  in  this  country ;  and  to  point  out 
the  various  publications  relating  to  the  history  and  the  authorship  of  these  letters. 

If  any  apology  were  needed  for  this  publication  it  may  be  found  in  the  undoubted  fact  that  the  letters  of 
Junius  have  exerted  a  wider  influence  than  any  other  political  publication  of  a  like  character,  and  have  pre¬ 
served  a  live  interest,  both  from  their  intrinsic  merit  and  their  uncertain  authorship,  down  to  the  present  day. 

The  first  of  what  have  passed  into  literary  history  as  the  “  Junius  Letters,”  was  printed  in  the  Public 
Advertiser  in  London,  on  January  21,  1769.  The  letters  were  continued  at  irregular  intervals  during  the  three 
following  years  :  the  last  one  appearing  January  21,  1772.  The  series  printed  in  the  edition  which  appeared 
in  that  year  and  which  Junius  is  supposed  to  have  authorized,  but  not  edited,  consists  of  sixty-nine  letters.  Of 
these  forty-two  bear  the  signature  of  Junius,  sixteen  that  of  Philo  Junius,  five  that  of  Sir  William  Draper, 
three  that  of  John  Horne  [Tooke],  and  three  are  unsigned.  These  last  and  those  signed  Philo  Junius  are 
understood  to  have  been  acknowledged  by  Junius  as  his  own ;  making  sixty-one  that  were  written  by  him. 
Many  other  letters,  written  before  and  after  this  period,  and  with  other  signatures,  have  been  printed  and  are 
with  greater  or  less  probability  attributed  to  his  pen. 

The  edition  of  the  letters  published  in  1772,  No.  30,  is  here  taken  as  the  standard,  to  which  reference  will 
be  made  in  the  descriptions;  and  it  will  be  designated  as  the  Junius  Edition,  or  briefly  as  J.  E.  I  have  arranged 
*  the  matter  in  two  groups  :  I.  Editions  of  the  letters.  II.  Publications  about  Junius,  including  articles  or  parts 
of  articles  in  periodicals  and  other  works.  In  each  group  the  chronological  order  has  been  followed  as  far  as 
practicable. 

On  account  of  the  peculiar  circumstances  under  which  the  letters  were  published,  and  the  large  number 
of  editions  that  have  appeared,  as  well  as  the  brevity  and  vagueness  of  many  of  the  descriptions  that  have  been 
printed,  it  has  been  thought  proper  to  describe  with  unusual  fullness  the  editions  that  have  been  personally  ex¬ 
amined.  The  Mercantile  Library  possesses  the  largest  collection  of  the  editions  of  the  letters  and  of  the  works 
about  Junius  that  is  to  be  found  in  this  country;  to  those  that  are  in  this  Library  the  shelf  marks  have  been 
added.  Others  which  have  been  examined  are  designated  by  a  star  *.  In  other  cases  the  libraries  where  the 
book  may  be  found  or  the  sources  of  information  have  been  indicated. 

Free  use  has  been  made  of  Allibone’s  Dictionary,  of  Bohn’s  edition  of  Lowndes,  of  Frey’s  list  in 
Cushing’s  Initials,  and  of  W.  W.  J.,  Bib.  Cur.,  and  E:  Solly  in  Notes  and  Queries,  13:  185,  65;  287,  341:  463. 

Much  help  has  been  derived  from  the  catalogues  of  public  libraries.  Sincere  thanks  are  here  expressed 
to  the  authorities  of  the  British  Museum  for  an  advanced  sheet  of  their  catalogue  containing  the  article  Junius; 
and  to  those  of  the  Philadelphia  Library,  the  Congregational  Library  at  Boston,  Yale  University  Library, 
Public  Library  of  Cincinnati,  Boston  Athenaeum,  and  Public  Library  of  Southbridge,  Mass.,  for  the  loan  of 
copies  of  the  letters,  and  to  several  librarians  who  have  furnished  information. 

The  measurements  given  are  in  inches,  and  apply  to  the  printed  page,  without  head  lines  catchwords, 
and  signatures.  The  usual  size  marks  are  used  only  by  way  of  accommodation.  The  words,  “  The  title  is 
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engraved,”  mean  that  there  is  no  type  title.  Allibone  gives  a  list  of  forty-two  persons  to  whom  the  author¬ 
ship  of  the  letters  has  been  ascribed :  and  Frey  mentions  fifty-one,  including  George  III,  with  reference  to 
one  or  more  writers  who  have  advocated  their  claims.

These,  29,  30,  31,  are  different  issues  of  the  ed.  authorized  by 
Junius.  It  contains  the  d.  and  pe.  prepared  by  him,  and  the 
69  letters.  In  its  original  form  it  did  not  contain  either  the  c. 
or  the  i.  Of  the  three  issues  that  without  the  date  is  probably 
the  earliest.  In  29  and  30  the  c.  and  i.  are  on  the  same  kind  of 
paper,  but  unlike  the  body  of  the  book.  The  paper  of  29  is 
much  heavier,  and  of  different  finish  from  30.  The  signatures 
in  29  and  30  occupy  a  different  position  on  the  page.  Except¬ 
ing  the  pe.  the  pages  of  the  two  issues  contain  the  same  matter. 
In  31  the  c.  and  i.  are  on  paper  like  the  body  of  the  book,  and 
different  from  29,  30.  It  seems  clear  that  29  and  30  were  print¬ 
ed  at  different  times,  before  the  c.  and  i.  were  prepared,  and 
that  31  was  printed  and  issued  afterwards.  On  the  date  of  this 
issue  see  N.  &  Q.  6 :  285,  383.
